at Metz admits that

s a y s they were driven out again fol­ 
lowing a determined charge. 
A slack ening along the jagged line 
that surrounds Ypres lik e a giant 
half moon was reported early today. 
But it was a lull due entirely to the 
bringing up of additional troops and 
the battle 
there may 
be 
resumed 
any time. 
The BritisFl-French-Bol- 
gian forces have a serious attack 
before them. 
Apparently the 
Germans 
have 
flattened the allies wedge northeast 
of Ypres, have driven a wedge of 
their own into the British line an« l 
now hold the are aroung Ypres so 
that their heavy artillery can oper­ 
ate unmolested. 
They hold most of 
the villages around Ypres, and al­ 
though they have been demolished, 
the ruined buildings provide cover 
for guards and give the enemy a dis­ 
tinct advantage. 
It is understood that both General 
French and General Joffre have so 
strongly reinforced their lines that 
it will he impossible for the Germans 
to mak e any great gains tow ard the 
sea. They have smashed against the 
so-called weak spots thus far. 
U n­ 
confirmed reports today were that 
the allied warships again arc bom­ 
barding the Germans lines near Os- 
tend.

engaged, hut they insist

the 
struggle itself have made the 
re­ 
opening of the courses all the more 
imperative. 
Countless thousands of 
the best horses of France have al­ 
ready been killed in the war, they 
point out.Thousands more must yet 
die, and it is imperative that France 
should not allow to lapse for a single 
instant her efforts at improving the 
breeding of horses. 
With the close 
of the war, France will have greater 
need than ever before for the rear­ 
ing the best horses possible. 
Aside from this phase of the ques- 
tion, the track element insists that 
as racing has not been abandoned in 
England 011 account of the war there 
is no reason why it should be dropp­ 
ed in France. 
They also insist that 
the French race tracks 
constitute 
an essential element in the indust­ 
rial life of France, It is at the meets 
they point out that the great millin­ 
ery establishments of the Rue de la 
Paix show to the world their new 
creations. These establishments have 
more need than ever this year of this 
opportunity, and the sportsmen in­ 
sist the tracks must open.

Chicago, lie encou ntered many mem­ 
bers of the wheel-chair brigad e and 
talked with crippled and d isfigu red 
men who, in y ears gone by , had serv ­ 
ed the railroad s of the cou ntry in 
note-worthy fashion. 


Stand ing at an open d oor lead ing 
to a porch, the d iminu tiv e figu re of 
a man* was noticed . 
Twenty feet 
away , he looked more elf and gnome 
than hu man being. 
He was gazing 
into the su nlight and one cou ld al­ 
most see a wistfu l, y eanling ex pres­ 
sion in his ey es. Approaching near­ 
er it was noticed that the man had 
been frightfu lly bu rned . 
One ear

1 had a fast 
mail behind me with a nu mber of pas­ 
senger cars. I d id ev ery thing I cou ld 
to sto p the ru sh of the engine. 
“She left the rails, hu mped ov er 
the ties, broke loose from coaches 
went d own the hank, leaped ov er a 
cu lv ert and stru ck anotlied cu lv ert, 
springing into the air abou t twenty 
feet and falling ov er on her sid e.” 
“Where were y ou , Mr. Ry an?” 
“ I was still in the cab,” he answer­ 
ed simply . “Lu ckily only one steam 
v alv e broke off hu t the v apor from it 
stru ck me fairly between the ey es. 
I d on’t know how I managed to, bu t 
finally crawled ou t from u nd er the lo­ 
comotiv e and was taken to a hos­ 
pital.”

til dissolved. 
Use daily, on 
the 


manure and you will swat the tly in 
the most effective way. 


This weak solution is not danger- 


ous to stock. 
They would have to 


eat large quantities of ihc bedding 
to 
be affected. However, the solu- 


tion should be kept out of the reach 
of children.

A miniature locomotive 


was represented on the upper portion 
and engraved on a circular pendant 
were words of appreciation of Ryan's 
heroism.

the passengers whom he had saved.
